WILL PLANT MORE COTTON 


Watermelon Section of Missouri Lost 
Heavily Last Year. 


Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
Feb. 
14.—Ap­ 
proximately 1,500 carloads of water­ 
melons, or only about one-tenth of 
the normal acreage, will be grown in 
Southeast Missouri, this year, accord­ 
ing to early estimates of farmers. 
This section has the reputation of 
producing more melons than any oth­ 
er section of its size in the country. 
Tho decreased acreage is due, 
it 
was asserted, to heavy losses sustain­ 
ed by the farmers last year, when 
about 2,000 carloads of melons, either 
were left to rot or were fed to hogs. 
Poor 
marketing conditions, 
high 
freight rates and shortage of freight 
cars were ascribed as the reasons. 
Much of tho acreages formerly used 
for planting watermelons will be used 
for cotton growing, it was said.
